or extra work in cooling the cream, 
butterfat in the skimmilk. and above 
A cover should be provided for the 
barrel to keep out dust, dirt and in­ 
sects. 
This cover is large enough to 
hold four five gallon shotgun cans. 
Now' in regard to the cream sep­ 
arator, It does not pay to buy a cheap 
machine for several reasons, such as 
inefficiency, durability, etc.

center on one side, and it is supposed 
i that a public road passes this side j 
of the tract. 
Of these five acres half an acre is 
utilized for the house and yard and 
tilt* barn and barn lot. 
This space Is 
ample for what we have in view. One- 
half acre is devoted to garden, one 
and one-half acres to orchard and the 
remaining two acres for a paddock 
into which to turn the stock for exer­ 
cise. 
By judicious management these two 
acres can also be made to furnish 
some pasture and some soiling crops. 
he other seven fire-acre tracts are 
to be devoted to a seven-year rota- 
! tion. 
When this rotation is in full 
swing the crops on the farm for a 
given year will be as follows: Field A. 
potatoes; field B, three acres of cab­ 
bage and two acres of onions; field C, 
corn; field D, cowpeas; field E, corn; 
field F, clover; field G, clover. 
The next year each of these crops 
would move to another field as fol­ 
lows: The potatoes would go to field 
G, which was in clover tho year be­ 
fore. 
The cabbage and onions next 
year would go to field B. The corn on 
field C would go the next year to field 
IL 
Cowpeas in field D would go the 
next year to field C. The corn in field 
E wTould go to D, while E would be 
sown in clover and F remain in clover. 
The next year each crop would move 
co another field in the same manner, 
so that each year potatoes are sown 
after second year clover, cabbage and 
onions are planted after potatoes, etc. 
The potatoes, cabbage and onions on 
this farm would form 
the 
market 
crops. 
The two fields of corn, the 
field of cowpeas and the first year s 
seeding of clover would furnish twenty 
acres of forage for the live stock, 
while the second year clover would 
furnish pasture for the live stock dur­ 
ing the summer. 
In each of the two corn fields some 
winter grain, such as wheat or rye, 
could be sown early in August at tho 
time when the corn is laid by, that 
is, 
when 
cultivation 
of 
the 
corn 
ceases. This wheat would furnish fall 
and winter pasture for the live stock. 
In the corn field which is to be fol­ 
lowed by clover the wheat would be 
turned under very early in the spring 
in preparation for sowing the clover. 
In the corn field which is to be fol­ 
lowed by cow peas the wheat could re­ 
main until the second year clover field 
is ready to turn stock on, at which 
time it might be plowed up and sown 
to cowpeas. 
We thus have pasture 
during the whole 
year 
in 
sections 
where the seasons permit winter pas­ 
turing. 
In states that are too far north for 
the cowpeas, soy beans may be sub­ 
stituted for them, and in regions too 
far north for soy beans, oats can be 
used on ibis field, the other crops in 
the rotation remaining the same. Com­ 
mercial fertilizers would be required 
for the potatoes, cabbage and onions. 
There is plenty of good literature 
published by the department of agri­ 
culture and by a good many of the 
state experiment stations relative to 
the cultivation and fertilization of po­ 
tatoes. cabbage and onions, and the

They bring—and are worth—high 
rentals.

A trade union has

(II 


Corinthians 11:20.1 
He s a id : 


St. Paul was rem arkable in 
m a n y 
respects, hut chiefly for his loving 
devotion 
to 
the 
M aster 
and 
His 
Cause. 
His faithfulness brought also 
many trying experiences. 
In our con­ 
text he enumerated some of these. 
He served the Cause of Christ to such 
an extent that many thought him un­ 
wise, and counted him a fool. 
Tilts 
service brought him 
stripes, 
whip- 
pings, as a disturber of the peace— 
not that he did disturb the peace, 
hut that those who opposed his teach­ 
ings raised a tumult and blamed him 
for it, in order to bring him into dis­ 
repute, hinder his service and 
for­ 
ward their own interests. 
This at 
times brought him to prison, too, ami 


even close to death’s door. 


Nevertheless, he rejoiced 
in 
all 
such 
privileges. 
He 
declared that 
five times he 
received 
whippings, 
stripes; once he was 
stoned, 
and 
three times he was shipwrecked. Rut 
none of these things moved him from 
faithfulness to his Master, whose ser­ 
vants he had persecuted before* his 


eyes wero opened. 


Then 
he 
recounts various perils 
experienced from waters, from rob­ 
bers, from flu* Jew s, from the heath­ 
en— iii the city, in the wilderness, on 
the sea. 
H e winds up the list of 
perils in the words of the text, “ Per­ 
ils amongst false 'brethren.” 
One question which w ill arise in 
many minds is, “ W e re these suffer­ 
ings— stripes, perils, etc.— deserved?” 
If asked, the answer would surely be 
that they were not deserved; for St. 
Paul was a noble character and bore 
the Message of God’s grace in Christ 
— “ good tidings of great joy which 
shall be unto all people.” 
The next 
question with some would be. “ lf his 
sufferings 
were 
not 
punishments, 
what were th ey?’* 
W e reply that they were the* same 
as wore the M aster’s— evidences of 


his loyalty to God and of the dark­ 
ness of tho world, which led them to 
oppose him. 
The declaration, “ W ho­ 
soever w ill live godly w ill suffer per­ 
secution.” was fully exemplified 
in 


his own experiences and in the Mas­ 
ter’s. 
The amount of suffering as a 
reward for well-doing 
marked 
tho 
measure of loyalty and zeal. aud Hie 
measure of malice and hatred aroused 
by the Adversary. 
The answer to 
the question as to why Jesus suffered 
is the answer to all such questions 
in respect to St. Paul and all othct* 
footstep followers. 
Darkness Hates the Light. 
The Master declared that He stood 
for the principles of light, righteous­ 
ness, T ruth; while Satan stands for 
the 
reverse— darkness, 
superstition, 
blindness. 
And so it is with tile lol- 
low'ers of Jesus. 
They must all be 
children of the light, must walk in 
the light, must be uncompromising in 
their attitude toward sin and all that 
is wrong 
Therefore the world w ill 
hate them and say all manner of evil 
against them falsely. 
Yea. men w ill 
feel that they do God service when 
they slay the righteous, whether lit­ 
erally, as in Jesu s’ 
case 
and 
St. 
ill’s, or by “ shooting out arrows, 


even bitter w*ords.” as is the more 
popular method at the present time. 
But some one w ill say, “ Ah, times 
have changed! 
Today our bishops 
and popes and preachers are all rev­ 
erenced. 
No one thinks of persecut­ 
ing them. 
Rather, all 
men 
speak 
well of them. 
Aud one not spoken 
well of today must be in some way 
unworthy.” 
How' strange 
that 
we 
should forget, and argue along these 
lines! 
W e re there not Doctors of Di­ 
vinity in Jesu s’ day? 
W ere there not 
priests and chief priests and Reviles 


then? 
And were there not Pharisees 
who made long prayers in the Tem ­ 
ple? 
And w'ere they not highly spok­ 
en of and reverenced? 
Dill they not 
make broad their phylacteries? 
Did 
any one 
think 
of traducing them ? 


No! 


disciples; and they wen*© not of the 
I popular clergy. 
By their own record 


they were styled “ the filth and off- 
scouring of the e a rth ;” and, as the 


I Master 
said. 
w hoever 
persecuted 
them thought that they did God ser- 
viee. 
How apt we all are to think of 
our own day as being different from 
other periods! 
So it was in Jesus* 
j day. 
As He told some of them. “ Ye 
garnish the sepulchers of those whom 
your fathers slew', yet ye Ho their 
works.” 
So today 
many extol 
the 
T*ord and the Apostles, and denounce 
their 
persecutors, 
while 
they 
sim i­ 
larly persecute. 


The climax of St. P a u l’s perils, the 
severest of them all, was from false 
brethren. 
How strange that seems! 
fine would think that however much 
I the heathen or the Jew s might hare 
persecuted Hmm. at least 
all 
pro­ 
fessed followers of Jesus would have 


thanked God for his 
example 
and 
m inistry, 
and 
have esteemed him. 
Rut this was not so; and as we look 
hack to tin* Master before bim. we 
see the same to lie true. 
As He de­ 
clared, “ A man’s foes shall he they 
of his own household.” 


The Master was a Jew . 
’rho Jew s 
were His brethren according to tho 
flesh; and it was they that hated Him 
without a cause— they that persecut­ 
ed H im — they that said, “ He hath a 
devil and is mad” — they that “ took 
up stones to stone Him ” — t h e y that 
finally crucified Him. 
“ He came un­ 
to His own .and H is own received 
Him not,” except a few saintly, elect 
ones. 
» rn 


St. Paul also had persecution nom 
the Jew s, who repeatedly sought his 
life. 
He lived after the establishment 
of tho church. 
He had also Christian 
brethren, begotten of the Holy Spirit 
and fellow' members of the Body of 
( brist. 
Jesus had none such. 
“ Of 
the people there 
were 
none 
with 
Him .” 


The Holy Sp irit was not given un­ 
til Pentecost; hence Jesus could not 
receive Christian 
persecution. 
The 
nearest approximation was the case 
of Judas. 
Rut if St. Paul enjoyed the 
sweetness of Christian fellowship in 
his study, labors and toils, lie also 
knew the bitterness of opposition aud 
persecutions 
from 
false brethren— 
the climax of his perils. 
W e may be 
sure that such experiences were more 
difficult for him to bear 
than 
any 
others, because 
they 
came 
closer 
home. 
They came from brethren of 
the closest imaginable relationship— 
fellow-members of the Body of Christ. 
The Godly Suffer Persecution. 
As we glance down through this 
Gospel age, from St. Pau l’s day to 
the present, we find that all followers 
of Jesus have had experiences such 
as He foretold 
for 
them— persecu­ 
tions. 
W e find 
that these persecu­ 
tions have come from every quarter, 
hut none, apparently, 
more 
severe, 
more cruel, more perilous, than those 
which have 
come 
from 
Christian 
brethren. 
It is scarcely necessary for 
us to refer to history to demonstrate 
this fact. 
Disputes 
between Chris­ 
tians have been very hitter. 
Thou­ 
sands have lost their lives at each 
others hands. 
Tho word heretic bo­ 
ca mo more obnoxious than any other 
term in the dictionary. 
N either Catholic 
nor 
Protestant 
can deny the terrible story of the 
pages of history. 
Al! true men are 
ashamed of tin* record. 
A ll are ready 
to say, “ W e would not so have done.” 
Monuments stand in various parts of 
the world, m arking places where sec­ 
tarian strife has manifested itself in 
atrocious, barbarous arts. 
Our Cath­ 
olic friends blush at the story of the 
Huguenots. 
Our Church of England 


friends blush at the story of the Cov­ 
enanters and other nou-conformists. 
Our Presbyterian friends, 
in 
turn, 
blush for atrocious 
acts, 
injustice, 
etc., done In the name of Calvinism . 


W e might almost say that each de­ 
nomination in its turn has been a 
subject of persecution from one and 
another. 
Baptists 
wero 
publicly 
whipped— sometimes 
driven 
from 
their homes to exile. 
So were the 
Puritans, 
who 
afterwards 
became 
persecutors themselves. 
The M eth­ 
odists also suffered from sectarian 
spite and jealousy, ignorance and su­ 
perstition. 
Indeed, who w ill dispute 
that Christendom has good cause to 
be ashamed of her own record, no 
matter what her standpoint may be? 
Thank God 
for 
the advancement 
made along the line of human sym­ 
pathy! No longer eau civilized reo­ 
il© take pleasure 
in 
public execu­ 
tions, tortures, burning at the stake, 
as in former times. W hatever com­ 
petition m ay remain 
between chris­ 
tian brethren, the peril is not that of 
open persecution, for general senti­ 
ment has advanced beyond the point 
where physical torture could be tol­ 
erated. 
W e have come to the time when 
Calvinists 
erect 
a 
monument 
to 
Fervetus, 
expressing 
dissent 
from 
their 
great 
leader’s 
mistake 
in 
causing a christian brother 
to 
be 
burned. W e have come to the time 
where 
the 
“ perils 
amongst 
false 
brethren” are of a 
different kind. 
Now whatever jealousies or rivalries 
there may be, either at home or In 
tie mission fields, are recognized as 


Rut tho M aster was there, and H is .im proper and suppressed, 
so far as 


Irethren connected with popular a n i! 
influential bodies of 
christians 
are 


concerned. 


Rut is it not true today that th** 
truth is unpopular? Has not this al­ 
ways been the fact? Ic it not true 
fia t iu proportion as Hie denomina­ 
tions have become popular they have 
escaped persecution? Rut woe be to 
those who, as were 
Jesus 
and the 
apostles, are unpopular! lf they 
in­ 
deed escape the eros*, the guillotine.I] 
the rack and the fagot, 
they 
arc 
amenable to other means of torture. 
Something can lie trumped up against 
their personality. 
Insinuations can 
he given by word or look or shrug of 
“ boulder. 
More damage can be ac- 
com plisled in this way than in out­ 
ward attack. 


E v il 
speaking. 
evil 
sin iii I sing, 
slanders, ambiguous suggestions, etc. 
— all as torture, can 
he 
applied to 
tin* followers of Jesus today. 
And 
all who today take such a course are 
sharers with the 
malefactors, 
even 
though they do not indulge in physi­ 
cal torture. 
Who can dispute that 
sometimes mental torture is equally 
severe? In our day there are other 
m d more refined ways of torturing, 
persecuting, open to false brethren, 
than 
imprisonment, 
crucifixion 
or 
I liming. 
And what shall w e say of the false 
brethren who do sinh things? 
And 
bow shall we assure ourselves that 
w« shall not be of them? Undoubted- 
\v tin* Master is still of 
the 
same 
Mind as St. John expressed when he 
declared. “ Whosoever hatcth his bro­ 
ther is a murderer, 
and ye 
know that 
.to murderer 
hath eternal 
life abid­ 
ing in him ” 
(John 3:15). Murderers 
may indeed 
receive 
severe 
s tr ip s 
and eventually 
learn 
better und**r 
Messiah’s kingdom: but no one of a 
murderous condition of heart, seek­ 
ing to do evil 
to 
a brother, could 
possibly bt* of suitable character to 
be a joint, heir with his Master in 
tie kingdom. 


“ One of the Least of These.” 


In every time, and now, the spirit 


of persecution naturally would strike 


most 
prominently 
certain 
leading 


figures; 
nevertheless, 
as 
Jesus’ 


words implied, all 
lovers- of right­ 


eousness are to have more or less 


-hare in such exi>eriences of opposi­ 


tion. St. Paul mentions this, saying, 


“ Ye endured a great fight of afflic­ 


tions; partly whilst ye were made a 


gazing stock * * * and partly whilst 
ye became companions of them that, 
were so used” (Hebrews 10:32-33). 
Jesus gives us the same thought in 
His declaration that whosoever shall 
offend one of the least of these, His 
disciples, it were better for him that 
a m ill stone were hanged about his 
reek and he were drowned 
in 
the 
depths of the sea (M att. 18: fib 
This, of course, is very highly flg- 
r. rati vc language, and yet 
it must 
nave a special 
meaning. 
It 
must 
Mean that the Ix>rd 
has 
a special 
care over all His consecrated saints; 
and that no matter how' 
j>oor, how 
weak, how ignorant they may be, the 
very least of His followers are super­ 
vised and anti Injury lo Hic least is 
punishable. Of course, 
th e re 
would 
still he an awakening from the dead 
for the one who was drowned in the 
sea; and so there are possibilities of 
brid and recovery 
for 
Hume 
who 
would 
stumble 
the 
Lord ’s 
"little 
ones.” 
Nevertheless, the intimation 
is that of drastic punishment. This 
would not mean anything 
like 
we 
d ice supposed—eternal torment—but 
porno just recompense of reward for 
every evil deed. 


From 
this 
standpoint 
w e 
may 
readily 
aselline 
that 
considerable 
satisfaction of justice 
is necessary; 
for surely a considerable number of 
tho lo r d ’s “ little ones” have suffer­ 
ed persecution. And as we have seen 
rot all of this persecution lies at the 
door of the world. Much of it. Ii* s at 
tho door of the professed church of 
Christ— “ false brethren.” 
Speaking of some such, Jesus once 
declared that they would have great 
disappointment when t lie time of re­ 
wards would come, lf** says; “ Many 
w ill say unto me in that d a y , Lord, 
Lord, have we not prophesied in thy 
r&me * * * and done many wonder­ 
ful works? And I w ill declare, I do 
not recognize you.” They w ill not be 
worthy of the Lord ’s recognition as 
amongst H is elect church. His bride 
class. W e shall be glad if they w ill 
be found worthy 
of 
some blessing 
under His kingdom. But there will 
to great 
disappointment 
to 
them. 
r hey miss***! the-greater point of the 
Gospel— love. 


Love for the Brethren. 


The T^ord's w ill Concerning all H is 
followers is that 
they 
should love 
ore another, as He loved them. 
St. 
John expressed this 
sentiment, say­ 
ing that as Jesus loved the church 
and laid down H is life for the church, 


po also His 
followers 
should

officer, relatives or a guardian,

lockup or other place where

child would come in

adults convicted or under arrest. 
This law' does not provide for de­ 
priving any court or magistrate from

The act does not repeal any l>or-
